^']T~He firft notice ,! had of the Hypocanjl difcover'J at 
Jt Wrcxctety was from a Letter Mr Baxter communi¬ 
cated to me, which he received from the P^everend 
Mr Markham , the prefent worthy Incumbent of that 
Place ; which gave me occafion of making farther en¬ 
quiry, by writing to the Reverend Mr Richard Lloyd of 
Salop $ who, at my requeft, was fo obliging as to take a 
Journey and view it: The Remarks he then fent me, 
being miflaid, I muft refer you to Mr Lyfter’s accurate 
Modd and Defcription, which I am glad to hear you are 
about publiftiing in the Phil. Tranfattions. I have for 
fome years cherifht an Acquaintance with Mr LjiJler , 
whofe AfSftance in the late Edition of Camden ought 
not to have been part over in Silence, but deferv’d a more 
publick Acknowledgement 5 fure I am, had it not been 
for this Worthy Perfon, the Memory of fo remarkable a 
Piece of Antiquity wou’d in ail probability have been 
loft to Pofterity. 

I think it not impertinent, upon this occafion, that 
fome Account ftioud be given of the Place where it was 

dif- 
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difcover'd, as likewife of the natuie or kind of the Anti- 
quity itfelf: And certainly Wroxeter was one of the moft 
Considerable Military Stations or Colonies the Romans 
had in this Ifland 5 the City Wall, as appears from a 
Survey taken by Mr Lyfler, was not much lefs than three 
Miles in Circumference 5 ’tis not improbable, but that it 
was founded by Suetonius Paulin us, or after by Agricola , 
in their March to fubdue Mona , now Anglefey : But not 
to trouble you with my. own Conjectures, 1. (end you a- 
long with this an ExtraCFfeut of a Learned Work (which 
I hope will e’re long fee the Light,) i mean A QlojJ'arium 
Antiquitalum Britannicarum , which was tranfmitted to me, 
by the obliging Author, my worthy Countryman, 
Mr Baxter, whofe Skill and Knowledge in our Brjtifh, 
Roman and Saxon Antiquities, as well as in all other ufe- 
ful Literature, is fufficiently known to you, and the reft 
of the Learned World.- 

the other Paper I fend yon, is A Letter I received 
fome time fince from the fame Worthy Ferfon, in An- 
fwer to fome Enquiries relating to the Hypocaujh of the 
Antients. 

Since I did my felf the Honour of prefenting Mr Lyfter$ 
Module to the Society, I have been inform'd by the jitftly- 
admir’d Vitruvius of our Age and Nation, Sir Chrijl. Wren, 
that he difcover’d the remains of fuch another Hypocaufi, 
when they were laying the Foundation of the Kings 
Houfe at Winchefter. 

Mr Chrijl. Hunter , in a Letter to Dr Lyjler , dated May 
the 15th, 1703. fince publifht in the Tranfa&ions, gives 
an Account of an Antiquity of this kind dug up in Torkr 
jkire, as appears from the Defcription he gives ;of it, (in 
the Phil. Tranf. for the Months of March and April, An,- 
Dorn. 1702. Numb. 378. p. 1131. 

The Ingenious Mr Edrnrd Lhwyd in his ufeful Additi¬ 
ons to Camden , takes notice of another difcover’d at Kaer 
hyn in Oernarvcttfbire , one of the Hollow Bricks or Tun-

r "W" He Ancients had two forts of Hypccaujia ; die one 
J called by Cicero,,Vaporarium, and by others, Laconicum, 
or Suda/io,which was a large Sweating Bath. In which were 
in a vafaria ahena, Called Caldaritm, Tepidarium,andFrigida- 
rium, iroin the Water contained in them. T *e other fort 
of Bypoc\w(hwt is not fo diftmftly handled by Antiquaries, 
and it was a fort of a Fornax , or Kill to hear their Win¬ 
ter Parlours, or Cmnatiuncnld klybern*. Brat & Di<eta , 
five Cenatiuncula ( faith Argot upon Pamtimns) fub quct ig‘ 
v'(s accendebatnr : Unde & Gen at'to Hypocauftnm. Ctenati- 
ones MJiiv£ & Hybern#, are m<;ironed ! y Cicero in Epi - 
folk. The Terrace Floor is cal led by Vitruvius, Tefiudo. 
Tejtudines Alveomm in Co&mtim Hypocaujs calefacientur , 
faith the fame Author. This tlypocaufis was called Al¬ 
veus, and from ax : And die Man that tended the Fire 
Fernacator. The Tubuix h ems to have been contrived to 
convey away the fmodier, that orhhfwile .would choke 
the Fornacator. This kind of Stove fee ms to be graphi. 
cally ueferibed by P. Statius in Baloeo Hetrujii ,... 
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—-—TJbi Languidus igirts i n err at 
JEdilws, & tenuent volvnnt hypocaujla vapcnm. 

Of the Terrace Argol has f 1 ' f words: Tsjludines fnnt pa¬ 
yment# fub qiiibus Fornax at det. 

P. S. By the way, I take the word Steve to be derived 
from JEJius, quafi JEfhtvvm ; there wanting hitherto a 
probable Etymon.

B Eing of late at Clift an y in Dorfetjhire, the Seat of Mr 
Harvey, Nephew to the Celebrated Phyfician of that 
Name, I was there (hewn a Curiolity, which I thought 
remarkable, and may perhaps be worthy your notice. 

It is a 6Y<j»e,that Gentleman voided, fome years fince, by 
Stool $ and vvlfch he reprefented to me, as having come 
from the Ductus communis Marius : But the Largenefs of 
it is fuch, as made the latter part of the account fsem, at 
firft hearing, fome what dubious.. 

The Figure of chisS/<5w is Oval 5 the Length almofr. an 
Inch ^ the Breadth, (or fhorteft Diameter) f d of an Inch ; 
It weighed 59 Grains, when I faw it 5 but, at its coming 
off, was (as 1 am inform’d) above, a Dram in weight;
